Heads 
round, well folded, firm with low seed stalk. 


GREAT LAKES—Leaves are large and well folded; 
ribs heavy. Shows considerable resistance to tip- 
burn and ability to head under adverse conditions. 
Similar to Imperial No. 456. 


ICEBERG A-1—A new variety that has been tried 
out in 1942 and found instant favor wherever 
used.
